NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24th December 1966 

S.O. 39G3. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Representa¬ 
tion of the People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950), the Central Government, after consulting 
the Election Commission, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Registration of Electors Rules, 1960, namely:— 

1. Short title. —These rules may be called the Registration of Electors (Second 
Amendment) Rules, 1966. 

2. Amendment of rule 31.— In rule 31 of the Registration of Electors Rules, 
I960,— 

(a) in sub-rule (3), the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, 

namely:— 

"Provided that for the purpose of preparing tho roll for the first time for 
the Legislative Council of the State of Madhya Pradesh, the refer¬ 
ences to the 1st October and the 7th day of November shal be 
construed as references to the 31st December, 1966 and the 7th day 
of February, 1967 respectively.”; and 

(b) in sub-rule (4), the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, 

namely:— 
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“Provided that in relation to the preparation of the roll for the first time 
for the Legislative Council of the State of Madhya Pradesh, the 
references to the 15th October and the 25th October shall be 
construed as references to the 15th January and the 25th January, 
1967, respectively.”.
